Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 5, 8-10, 

16 and 17 directed to species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 5, 8-10, 16 and 

17 have been cancelled. 



Allowable Claims 
Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 11-15 and 18-22 are allowed. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A thorough search of 
the prior art of record did not disclose any reference, alone or in combination with other 
reference(s) that teaches or fairly suggests a wound dressing having a compliant element 
wherein a periphery of the compliant element is inwardly spaced from peripheral edges of the 
core. 

The closest prior art of record is the combined teaching of U.S. Patent No. 6,566,577 to 
Addison et al and U.S. Patent No. 4,991,574 to Pocknell. Addison teaches the invention 
substantially as claimed except for a facing layer that comprises a discrete silicone sheet. 
Pocknell remedies this deficiency, and as stated of record it would be obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to combine the prior art devices of Addison and Pocknell. The combined teaching 
of Addison and Pocknell teaches the invention substantially as claimed except for a backing 
layer that defines a compliant element having a periphery that is inwardly spaced from the 
peripheral edges of an absorbent core. Addison teaches a backing layer that defines a 
compliant element, however such element does not possess a periphery that is spaced inwardly 
of the absorbent core. Pocknell does not remedy this deficiency. Thus the combined teaching of 
Addison and Pocknell does not teach the claimed invention.
